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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues in substance that 
Mukherjee does not teach determining the characteristics of a client, selecting a probe routine, selecting a probe routine from at least 
two available probe routines, selecting probe routines for transfer from a server to a client, etc. In response to applicants argument's, the 
examiner contends that the office action has been severely misrepresented. The Mukherjee reference is a secondary reference that has 
been cited merely for teaching the feature of determining certain characteristics of a client in order to select an appropriate probe routine. 
As the office action states, "Mukherjee teaches this limitation in defining different information to be transmitted back". Nevertheless, 
Mukherjee teaches beyond just this. The system of Mukherjee includes a presence agent that dynamically manages characteristics of a 
user as it relates to the device interaction. This dynamic presence information is matched with a certain probe that has been subscribed 
to (see 0047-0052). The probe is equivalent to the service events subscribed to. The primary reference cited is Andreakis et al. As has 
been discussed in previous actions, Andreakis teaches transferring a probe routine, after selection thereof, from a server to the client. 
Thereafter, the probe routine provides information to the server regarding the capabilities of the client. The selection of probe routines as 
taught by the primary reference are the capability negotiation and addressing between the service provider and the mobile station. The 
edititing application is then ported to mobile station. The negotiation information is editied and the capabilites are negotiated between the 
mobile station and the service provider network. This reference does not display further deficiencies over that which the examiner has 
already pointe out in previous office actions. No deficiency has been contend or argued by the applicants. In light of the intended 
interpretation of the office action, Andreakis in view of Mukherjee still meet the scope of the limitation as currently claimed. 
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
